The crafty agents and a good 
many of the Indians understand the 
value of a monopoly of the trout busi- 
ness and intend to get all the benefits 
of it. There is no goud reason in the 
world for their having this monepoly. 
It is not the intention of the law in 
any of the grants to other tribes nor is 
it to.these. There would be no hard- 
ship or wrong done to any one by 
dividing the reservation at Goat island 
and throwing the north end open to 
the public. The Indians would then 
have fifty miles of the lake shore and 
thirty miles of river. All their fishing 
and hunting grounds, their houses, 
fields and groves of trees. Everything 
that they use or have seen for yeats, 
every foot of land that they ever even 
travel over would then be inside their

MURDERED BY A LUNATIC.

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HINTS ON THE APPLE TREE. 


The spring of 1879 ought to see 
thousands of apple trees set out in the 
Truckee valley. [he rancher who 
is making his selections naturally asks, 
what is the best kind of fruit for my 
land and this climate, We give seme 
notes from the recommendations put 
forth in the annual meeting ef the 
Missouri Horticultural society held in 
St. Louis last week. That state has 
a climate something like Nevada's 


and it is likely that what does well, 


there would flourish here. Our ranchers 


_ should keep an eye out for discoveries, } 


. fer trees, like men, sometimes develop 
new and fine qualities when put under 
peculiar influences and strange con- 
ditions. Nevada’s soil, er climate or 
some of the subtle influences so hard 
to analyze, may affect the apple 
greatly. Onthe second day of the 
meeting, which was devoted to the 
apple, Mr. Stark of Louisiana, read 
an essay ‘in which he recommends 
large, highly colered fruit for acommer- 
cial orchard, All things being equal, 
the larger the betier. He would 
spend no time on summer and autamn 
fruits, because they cannot be shipped 
far. The Ben Davis, Rawle’s Janet 
and Roman Seauty are the three to be 
recommended most highly. For a 
yellow apple he prefers the Hunts- 
man’s Favorite. It is very important 
to buy trees only frem reliable nursery 
men, so as to have the true name, as a 
blunder causes loss of valuable time. 
Care should be taken in planting. 
Twenty five feet is the proper distance. 
Orchards once established should be 
plowed every twoor thrae years, and 
when not under cultivation should be 
kept in clover. Pruniog is a necessary 
art, but the operater should know 
why, in order to know how to use the 
Knife. Itshould be done while the 
tree is young and shape given accord- 
‘ing to locality, height, storms ete. 
Be patient in waiting’for the tree to 
bear. Do not resort to root pruning 
except in extreme cases. Mr. Stark 
does not like the Northern Spy or 
yeliow Bellefluer, they are too slow.

She stands at 
the door of the state where every- 
one sees and talks about her. In addi- 
tion to her natural advantages, how- 
ever, she has that of live business 
men who have advertised her judi- 
ciously as well as generously. Her 
newspapers go to every quarter of the 
state, and their columns contain 
about all that can be said on the sub- 
ject. Still there are other ways of ad- 
vertising which some favor, scattering, 


en.. It isa mere matter of business. 
If a dead board stuck upin the road 
dees a man more good than a card in 
a living, breathing,business newspaper, 
full of the doings and thoughts of the 
whole human race; comivg out each 
day fresh from the centres of trade 
and of news, then he is investing his 
money to advantage. If, however, 
the endvyrsement of a paper ‘of stand- 
ing and respectability will bring a bet- 
ter return, the the merchant is doing 
himselfa double injustice, four the 
money he would pay for his card 
would help the proprietors to make a 
better paper, and in that way be a 
great service tothe town. Q@ne goed 
paper is more valuable than two poor 
ones in their benefits to a commercial 
community. Inall towns there are

open, fair business shioes right eut of 
some men’s advertisements, and sneak- 
thief permeates others. But usually 
the tricky man is opposed to adver- 
tising; he catches his | custemers 
better by a limited acquaintance, and 
when one drops in by chance he gets 
squeezed the harder, They are too 
smart te pay their debts, and think it 
very cunning to beat the printer whe 
seon drops them and fills the space 
with better matter. A good square 
newspxper likes a man of the same 
stamp; it seeks for customers among 
that sort, anda low newspaper picks 
up the dirty crnmbs which fall te 
them naturally. If you pick up an 
intelligent, bright, respectable paper, 
you may usually have confidence in 
its advertisers. People who think of 
moving into a tewn, scan the papers 
carefully to see how business stands 
there in their line, and if they see a 
full list of names init, they «re apt to 
conclude that there is no room, and 
thus save overcrowding. Even min- 
isters might advertise to advantage in 
this respect; a column of doctors’ 
cards would prove to outsiders that no 
more need apply; the same with law- 
yers and ethers; carpenters, bricklay- 
ers, tailors aud all might be benefited 
by such a policy, and aid materially 
in the distribution ef labor through- 
out the country. 


THE MAJESTY OF THE LAW. 


The’amount of machinery used and 
the hard work necessary to provide 
laws to regulate even a sma!l state 
like Nevada, the expense, worry and 
time consumed leads the thoughtful 
man to pause and ask himself whether 
there is not some more simple and at 
che same time more satifactory way 
of administrating justice than the pres- 
ent cumbersome, ‘complicated and 
imperfect methods. The object of all 
law is to secure justice to those who 
ire not in position to secure it for 
themselves. To makealaw to meet 
ihe one case where some mean man 
tries to take an undue advantage of 
his neighbor without fixing it so that 


circulars, posting sign-boards and se 


man can take it 
: ‘rum the other side and commit twice 
as great & wrong is @ constant study 
of legislators. ‘To illustrate our point, 
take Mr. Stewarts bill to, allow any 
man holding one hundred shares of 
stock te visit his mine one day in 
the week. The public is aware that 
mines are manipulated for the benefit 
of stock boards, and ‘from the stand- 
point of pepular justice and a love of 
fair dealing the cry almost instinct- 
ively goes up that the law must pass. 
The hard-working poor man whe has 
his earnings in a hundred shares of 
steck comes to mind and we see him 
demanding admission tothe mines 
to see what is being done with his 
money and being refused, and the cry 
is for a law to give him the privilege. 
But consider. This it one case. Mr. 
Cassidy touches one en the ether ex- 
treme when he says bad men might 
come in such numbers and’ demand 
admission that it would be impossi- 


ble to fight the law and the penalty 
would crush the officers im charge. 


Suchconspiracies might be formed aad 
the effect be very bad. Of all laws 
passed not one in a hundred has rea 
lized the expectations of its frieads 
and the difficulties in the way of bet 
ter legislation in the future are ener- 
mous. We have often thought that 
laws and legislatures might be abol- 
ished and the popular sense of right 
and wrong be the enly criterion to go 
by. @If A commits a crime,summon a 
jury of twelve men and let them and 
the judge listen to a facts and the 
arguments of ceun 

case according to justice, not law. If 
he docs B a wrong let the jury say 


some other mean 


hhew much, and the officers ef the 


state or county compel him to make 
it good. There is no such thing un- 
der the present system as getting a 
verdict in accordance with right and 
wrong. The lawyer who can cite the 
most cases on hi side and catch the 
most points is the man who wins his 
case. There is such a mass of coatra- 
dictery laws and decisions, amend- 
ments and repealings that a judge has 
to go a good deal by the points he 
gets from counsel in each case and the 
jury gropes along the best way it can. 
The system must fall of its own 
weight sometime and the citizen of 
the future will make his own law.

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Two Men Killed With an Ax. 


Elko, Nevada, Feb. 6.—A_terribl® 
tragedy occurred yesterday evening 
at a wood camp near Moore’s station, 
about four mites from Humboldt 
wells. Meager particulars have been 
received. It is known that two men 
precured a gallon of whisky at Wells, 
and returned with it to the camp; 
that they get drunk and went to the 
cabin of a woedchopper threatening 
his life; that they opened the deor 
and threatened the man with a rifle 
and a revolver; that the man seized 
an ax and resented the aftack, cutting 
eack of his assailants severely.

then have such aroad to go over is 
too much to keep. To goby San 
Francisco and by sea to Portland, 
thence to the Dalles, and the interior

compared to which a journey from 
Reno to the Dalles would be ajeunt. 
The only barrier to the easy accom- 
plishment of this is the ridge between 
Surprise and Goese Lake. valleys. 


When the daily mail route is ordered 
the road ever tl.is backbone will be put 
in shape, and the connection made. 
The road te Surprise is as fine a one 
as there is enywhere. It leaves Reno 
by the English mill road and follows 
the Pyramid lake road sixteen, miles, 
to Cox’s station, where it bends to the 
west through Winnemucca valley. 
There is no obstacle in the way of 
hauling big loads of freight and mak- 
ing good time as far as Cedarville. 
The road across the ridge to Goose 
Lake valley would be about twelve 
miles long, and from there the country 
is farorable for many miles in any 
direction. Nething interferes with a 
direct road to northern Oregon.

PARADISE MINES. 


The Mines, Population, Prospects ete, 
of Paradise Valley. 


From a gentleman just in from Par- 
adise valley, a GAzerre reporter eb- 
tuined the fellowing items of public 
interest. There are abovea dozen 
claims near Spring City which are 
being prospected. Among these are 
the Bullion, Paradise, Big Prize, Red 
Deer and Mammoth claims, but the 
Paradise is the only one of any import- 
ance as yet. He was not allowed to 
go inte the mine, but saw its ore 


which he pronounces very rich. 
Several hundred tons are now being 
shipped to Rye Patch where it is 
milled. A five-stamp mill has just 
been put up at Spring City. ‘This 
mill will start up to-day or to-mor- 
row. Itis small but their ore is free 
milling, and it will answer until the 
mines are further prospected. 

There are about five hundred inhab- 
itants at Spring City and about a 
bundred meninemploy. Hence, there 
is little money there and busines: is 
very dull. Inthe spring times will, 
vo Coubt, be much better but this 
camp will be overcrowded with idle 
nen. Spring City lies near the upper 
end of Paradise val'ey and is fifty-five 
miles north ef Winremucca. Para- 
dise City is ten miles south of Spring 
City and contains a population of 
some three hundied persons, The 
valley itself is about twenty by forty 
miles, Little Humboldt and a small 
creek course through the valley and 
in the winter are filled with water. 
Near one-fourth of the valley, the 
upper portion, is under cultivation. 
The soil is Irrigated by ditches cary- 
ing wacer from the surrounding hills 
The crop yield is very sood, but ara- 
ble land is held at a very high price. 
Any marked prosperity of the valley 
must come from the aboy ‘ mines 
which as yet, may simply t__ called 
claims, and are now merely” being 
prospected.

A partef the ore from 
any of these claims is very ri¢h, and 
as far as Mr. Jones could ascertaiu from 
his own observation and by inguiry, 
he believes that Paradise will turn out 
a good mining camp. But as yet, ne 
one can say positively that these 
mines will prove benanzaa, 

The Paradise company intend 
erecting a mill in the spring, and one 
can safely say that Paradise will at 
least, enjoy a season of prosperity.

Now it wotld seem ‘‘tuaman upa 
tree’ that the intent and purpose of a 
reservation, was te concentrate all the 
Indians upon the same,for whem it_ 
was set aside; and not for the special 
benefit of one, twe, or half a dozen, as 


>the case now stands. They caf and de 


assemble, at many of the best hunting 
greunds in the state in such numbers, 
as to absolutely drive all the game 
away. To.cite acase in point: Last 
fall at the sink of the Humboldt, dur- 
ing the frst of the hunting season, it 
was not adifficult matter to bag from 
twe to three dozen ducks and geese 
per day. Very soon a tidal wave of 
reds struck the sink. Itis perhaps 
unneccessary tosay that they were not 
long in squatting behind every bunch 
of tule,and where there wasnone they 
built biinds, thus establishing a dead 
line, miles in extent, of which it was 
almost impossible fora bird te run 
the gauntlet without being filled se 
full of shot, that like ‘“Crockett’s 
Coon,” he was obliged to come down. 
In consequence it became a difficult 
matter to bag-game enough to eat 
where before it swarmed in thousands. 
To make a long story short, it seems 
to me that in this matter white men 
have some rights, butin the light of 
recent events, there appear to be none 
which an Indian is bound to respect 
op the reservaticn or off. HuMBOLDT

Six Men Killed. 


Kansas Crry, Feb. 12.—Early yes- 
terday morning the walls of a cut be- 
ing made for the Chicago and Alton 
railroad at the foot/of Grand avenue, 
caved in and buried workmen and 
teams unde? 6000 yards of falling 
earth. Peter Bagley, James Hagen, 
Thomas Casey, Edward Hines, Dan- 
ie] Lucett and Richard Pine were 
killed outright and several wounded. 
All the bodies have been recovered. 

The earth first commenced sliding 
at the tep of the seuth wall, and gath- 
ering in quantity and force as it de- 
scended, it spread on reaching the 
bettom clear across the excavation 
and piled itself twenty feet high 
against the opposite wall. The lab- 
orers at first alarmed rushed frantic- 
ally towards the outlet of the cut to 
escape, but their way was aimost com- 
pletely blocked by wagons, which at 
that time were standing across the 
excavation, and six were overwelmed 
by the huge mass of earthand sank 
ewn to die under its ponderous 
weight. Those who escaped were 
dazea with herror, though they were 
set to work to uncover their buried 
Three hours’ labor breught. 
six dead bodies to view. Av immense 
crowd, including women and children 
of the workmen, soon collected: and 
could enly be kept out of danger by 
the efforts of the police. The walls 
of the excavation, about ninety feet 
high, were almost perpendicular, with 
nothing to sustain them but their own 
cohesion, and small slides had been 
frequent, but nobody hurt until to-day.

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THE CEDAR PASS TRACEDY.

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‘Further Particulars of the Bloody 
Affair.

The Elke Independent has the fol- 
lowing particulars of the tragedy, near 
Humboldt Wells, which has beretofore 
appeared: = | 

The ten o'clock train from the east 
last night brought down to this plaee 
from Cedar Pass, a wood station about 
twelve miles east of Wells, two men 
who had been fearfully wounded by an 
ax in the hands of a third party, at a 
cabin in the timber, a short distance 
south from the railroad in one of the 
wood-choppers’ camps, several of which 
are established in that immediate vic- 
inity. One of the wounded men, 
John Dempsey by name, was

having died of his injuries while eb 
route for this place, and the ether, 
Allen Bickford, has not yet spoken, 
and will also probably succumb to 
untimely death...

Of Dempsey, whe 
was buried here this evening, we 
have thus far been unable to learn any 


particulars beyond the fact that he had 
previously been in Elko.
